LONDON, Sept. 12—Resuming their offensive to the north of the 
Somme River in France, the French forees have again smashed the 
German line, capturing front line and other trenches, and taking 
about 1,500 prisoners. The new attacks, coming after several days of 
comparative calm in the region where for weeks past violent fighting 
had been in progress, were made on the front from the town of Com- 
bles to the river. So vicious was the thrust of the French that it re- 
quired only half an hour for them to overcome the resistance of the 
Germans and made themselves masters of 334 miles of first line 
trenches, 

Later, east and southeast of Combles, they seized additional 
trenches along the Bethune-Peronne road, which leads from Peronne 
northward through Bapaume and Arras‘to Bethune, placing a serious 
impediment in the way of the Germans for the movement of their 
transport from the north to Peronne, and making the French posi- 
tion north of Peronne seemingly a menacing one. On the remainder 
of the line held by the French only mutual bombardments took place.

A Cosmopolitan Province, 

Speaking of the nationality of the 
immigrants, Mr. Hotchiiss said that 
almost every race contributed to the 
population of the province. Albetta 
had a very cosmopolitan population, 
but he did not believe in the tmmi- 
krants being settled in colonies; they , 
should be dispersed among the rest 
of the population. 

Sir George Foster remarked that as 
a matter of fact the colony system had 
not been encouraged in recent yéars., 

In answer to Sir Edgar Bowring; 
Mr. Hotchkiss said that there was a 
considerable number of French immi- 
frants from Quebec, They settled 
largely in colonies, 

Sir Edgar: Do they maintain their 
language and customs? 

Mr. Hotchkiss: I don't know muca 
about that. But they are fine settlera, 
They are thrifty people and help theme 
selves. 

Magnificent Coal Deposits, 

Dealing with the coal deposits of 
Alberta, Mr, Hotchkiss informed the 
commission of the coal flelds in Ed- 
monton and district, and mentioned 
that in places the farmers -had just 
to dig for it, it was so near the sure 
face. 

Sir Edgar Bowring, remarking that 
that was most interesting, ad he 
would like to see one of the mines ia 
operation, 

Mr. Hotchkiss: The coal deposits of 
Alberta are greater than in any othee 
trovines or state, except Pennsylvania, 

Sir Edgar: You would look for enor- 
mous development? 

Mr. Hotchkiss: I have been always 
surprised that capital does not take 
hold of this proposition. I would 
think it should challenge them and the 
transportation companies. There ins 
“00d coal suitable for domestic use 
and steam coal as well, 

Agricultural Development. 

Mr. Hotchkiss submitted statistics of 
the agricultural development of the 
provinee, mentioning that in 1015 the 
average yield had been 36 bushels per 
acre for wheat, 567 oats, 34 barley. Ha 
added that it looked as if portions of 
the province would give almost ae 
creat a yield this year. Alluding to 
the growth of the dairy industry, he 
said the province expected to reach 
$11,000,000 in 1916 for dairy products, 
The wool clip would probably be twe 
v¥ilion pounds, and realized an in- 
crease of Se per pound upon last year.

JOHN A. SIMPSON, 
PIONEER, DIES AT 
INNISFAIL HOME 


Came to Alberta Shortly After 
Railroad Was Built—Legisla- 
tive Member Many Years 


Calgary, Sept. 12-—-John A. Simpson, 
widely known throughout the province 
ot Alberta, and for many years mem- 
ber of the territorial Jegislature and 
meniber of the first and sedond legisla- 
iures of the province of Alberta died 
unexpectedly at his home tn Innisfail, 
Sunday. He was walking into the 
house at dinner time, shortly after 1 
o'clock, and fell down asifin a stroke. 
A‘blood vessel of the brain was ruptur- 
ed and he cied a few hours later. 

Mr. Simpson was one of the pioneers 
of the province. He was born in Peel

county, Ontario, August 20, 1854, and 
came to Alberta shortly after the rail- 
roud came through. He settled in In- 
nisfa where he owned a general 
store 1d did a lymber business. He 
was first elected to the territorial legis- 
lature in 1894 and again in 1898 and 
in 1902. He was first elected to the Al- 
Lerta lesgilature in the election in 1905 
und again in 1909, He was deputy 
speaker of the house during the second 
legislature. The riding was always a 
very close one, and Mr, Simpson usu- 
ally was elected by 1 or 2 majority, in 
1905 being elected by the vote oi the 
returning officer. However, in 1913 he 
was defeated by a couple of yotes, the 
successful candidate being F,. W. Ar- 
cher, his business partner. The late Mr. 
Simpson was a close friend of Premier 
fifton and at the time of his death was 
mayor of Innisfail. He leaves a widow 
ind five children,

Live Stock Production. 

W. F. Stevens, live stock commis-

livestock production and development 
of the province, With regard to the 
encouragement of mixed farming, he 
suggested a scheme whereby the man 
in addition to his first grant of 160 
acres should get a lease of another 
160. He declared that this amount 
of acreage was necessary if he were 
to make mixed farming pay. But he 
should not be permitted to aequire 
title to the additional quarter section 
too easily. This system would apply 
to settle living adjacent to a railway. 
Small stock men could get leases of 
land farther away from the railroad. 
He mentioned that there would be an 
increase of ten per cent, in swine rais- 
ing this year. But he did not think 
that there was any prospect of a chill- 
ed beef trade with the prices being 
offered by the American market, 

Mr. Tatlow asked if there was a rea- 
sonable preference given would there 
le any. prospect of a revival of the 
catlle trade with the Old Country? 

Mr. Stevens: There certainly would. 

Morning Session. 

Mr. Hotchkiss inicrmed the com- 
mission that during the fiseal period 
1905-1906 the immigration to the pro- 
vince was 26,177 that in 1912-18 it 
had risen to 48,000 and was in 1914-15 
18,263. He estimated the population 
today at 550,000. The provincial gov- 
ernment had now contributed $175,- 
000 for the purposes of immigration. 

Americans Good Settlers, 

He pointed out that the immigrant 
from the United States, being familiar 
with western conditions made the best 
settler, because a great many of them 
came with live stock and cash to pay 
their way. The farmers of Alberta, he 
said, were rapidly adapting them- 
selves to their new conditions and pro- 
blems; and, probably, there was no 
place in Canada where there was a 
stronger class spirit among the farm- 
ers, and where they were better organ- 
ized to bring their ideas to bear upon 
public life, and promote the institu- 
tions and improvements that would 
raise the standard of comfort in rural 
communities, 

Mr. Hotchkiss said there should be 
more diseriminatioa exercised in 
bringing people li than in the past. 
The people who would most success- 
fully develop the country were those 
who had experience with the land. 

The people of Alberta he repeated 
were In an optimistic frame of rind 
after their great harvest of last y y 
and the yield they expected this year, 
But the province In addition to the 
agricultural possibilities had 16,000 
square miles of fine lignite coal.

indicate the productivity of soil and 


climate in this part of Alberta. Corn 
was a fine sample. The tomatoes 
looked good, though green. The 


squash measured from 31 to 44 inches 
in circumference and pumpkins from 
25 to $1 inches. Cucumbers were 
19 inches long, and vegetable marrows 
17 inches. Sugar beets measured 18 
inches long and were 14 inches 
around. The solid turnips weighed 
from 15 to 20 Ibs. The cabbage and 
cauliflower were proportionately large 
and of excellent quality. 

It is worthy of note that while 
such extra fine vegetables can be 
grown, the distance rrom the railway 
and the bad condition of the road in 
places makes it very difficult to mar- 
ket this produce in the city. Most of 
the framers in this district simply 
grow these vegetables for their own 
use and for exhibiting at their nearest 
fairs. 

Grain Proves Fertility. 

The extra tall sheaves of grains and 

grasses also proved the fertility of 


the soil in this section, sixty miles 
northwest o7 Edmonton. The heights 
of some of the sheaves measured: 


oats 51ft., alfalfa 5ft., wes- 
timothy 4%ft., 
3ft., flax 


Rye 6ft., 
tern rye grass 4%ft., 
red clover 8ft., alsike clover 


82 inches, sweet clover 32 inches, 
sweet clover seed stalks over 5 feet. 
Though far from market, with the 


growth of such luxuriant fodder there 
should be no difficulty in feeding large 
herds fo live stock. 

The splendid exhibit of alfalfa was 
shown by James Finlay, of Sion P.O. 
He first sowed alfalfa in 1910 and it is 
growing as good as ever. In 1915 he 
seeded down a field of one acre. This 
year he cut part of it in May and then 
let it grow till July Ist, when it was 
eut again, and after again growing 
until September 6th the cutting show- 
ed a growth of one foot in 65 days. 
Part of the field that had not been cut 
until September 5th produced an 
average of 5 feet in height. He con- 
siders the proper time to cut the al- 
falfa is when it is beginning to flower, 
and this makes three good crops of the 
finest fodder in a year, Alfalfa hay 
is one of the best feeders for any 
kind of live stock, even for poultry and 


pigs. 
Advises Inoculation. 

When starting his alfatfa field, six 
years ago, Mr. Finlay inoculated it 
with nitroculture procured from the 
experimental college at Truro, N.S. 
For 25 cents he got enough nitrocul- 
ture to inoculate 60 Ibs. of seed, which 
would be sufficient for 20 acres. He 
advises sowing in drills 20 inches apart

BOMBARDIER WELLS 
IS NOW A SOLDIER 


still fights with his fists 
oceasionally, for the benefit of the war 
relief funds, Bombardier Wells now 
does most of his serapping with a cua. 
The Bombardier began his thirtieth 
year a week ago last Thursday, having 
been born on the last day of August 
in’ b887. When the war broke out 
Wells did not immediately offer “his 
services to his country, as he had three 
brothers wearing the uniform of the 
Gritish army, and it was up to him to 
support their families as well as his 
ewn, It is said that he volunteered at 
ence, but the recruiting authorities told 
him to go on boxing and support the 
tour families dependent on him. Wells 
is an unusually sensitive chap, how- 
ever, and he couldn't stand long the 
strain of. criticisms pointed at him, 
nd in May, 1915, he enlisted as a 
private in a Welsh regiment. It isn’t 
he Bombardier’s first experience of 
soldiering, as it was while he was in 
the army in India that he began box- 
ing. Having won the army heavy- 
weight championship, he bought his 
release and turned professional, 
Considered as a successor of Brough- 
ton, Mendoza, Belcher, Cribb, Spring, 
Sayers, Mace and other famous Eng- 
ush heavyweight champions of the 
past, Wells is pretty much of a joke, 
but as an athlete, a gentleman and a 
citizen he ranks among the best. Pev- 
haps this explains why, although often 
defeated in the ring, he remains an 
idol of the British boxing fans, while 
he has a host of friends and admirers 
or this side of the Atlantic. 
Eugeen Corri, the famous English 
eferee, Who has had many opportuni- 
ties to study the Bombardier in and 
cut of the roped arena, declares that 
Wells “is the most remarkable char- 
acter” he has ever met. “It is about 
s hard to measure Wells,” says Corri, 
as it is to measure one’s own shadow, 
He is never twice the same. One day 
we prophesied great things for him and 
were fairly up in the stirrups upon 
having discovered a_ brilliant white 
the next day we shook our heads 
shook our fists at him, 
The popularity of Wells has been re- 
markable all afong his career, whether 
winning his fights or losing them, 
There is a -mesmeric something or» 
other about the Bombardier whieh 
inakes the people like him personally, 
In America he is as popular as any 
one of their own men, They have not 
seen anybody so clever with his hands 
and on his feet since the days of Cor- 
bett, and the Americans are very par- 
tial to scientific fighting.”

The explanation of tidal action giv- 
en in response to an inquiry sent the 
Bulletin was from the editor of Popu- | 
lar Science Monthly. Like other scien- 
tifle phenomena the cause of tides is 
mainly explained by theoretical rea- 
soning and the definition published to 
the query of Aug. 14th, appears to be 
one of the most plausible theories ad- 
vanced. 

To the equilibrium theory of tides, 
as originally advanced by Newton, is 
the question of wave motion approach- 
ed more recently by Young and Airy, 
they basing their calculations on the 
motion of waves in canals, 

The principal tidal wave is that 
caused by the moon, but on it must be | 
superposed that due to the sun. When 
the sun and@ moon are in syzygy, at 
times of new and full moon, their tidal 
waves will be superposed; crest on 
crest, and the effect will be what is 
termed the spring tide. When they 
are in quadrature, as you point out, 
trough will coincide with crest, and 
the lunar tide will be partially neutra- 
lized by the solar tide. 

The average spring tide will be to 
the average neap tide as 16x7:16—T- 
23:9. 

Local pecularities affect the tides. 
On the high seas the rise and fall of 
the water is not great. In the Bay of 
Fundy the rise and fall of spring tides 
is at least 50 feet. Wherever there are 
such high tides the coast forms a kind | 
of funnel into which tidal waves rush, 
piling up a great mass where the nar- 
row part is reached, 

If the whole earth were covered with 
a uniform layer of water the tides 
would not be very noticeable. 

When water is forced into funnel- 
shaped basins by the attractive power 
of sun and moon it has an in-and-out, 
as well as an up-and-down movement, ¢ 
Rut on the earth as a whole the water 
sltinply stays where it is when the tide 
rises and falls. 

The attempt to establish a complete 
theory from abstract principles has 
proven a failure; and the only true 
method by which to gain an insight 
into the particular laws which goveen 
tidal action at any given place is con- 
tinued observation. An efficient factor 
in retarding tides is fluid friction, 
which, as first noticed by Kant, acts us 
a continual brake to the earth in its 
rotation. In your assumption that the 
counteracting influence of the moon 
and sun would have a vniferm effeet 
on the world's tides you evidently 
overlook the fact of land formation 
and of fluid friction neutralizing the 
respective drawing powers of the lunar 
jana solar systems,
